ol Samne! Sullivan Cos. at New York, 
Tuesday evening. Ha wag born at Zanes 
ville, Ohio, September 30th, 1824; attended 
Ohio UniTersity, Athens, bet graduated 
at Brown Tnifergitj, Protidenee, in the 
class ol 1816; studied and pruoticed la?; 
was owner and editor of "The Columbtu 
(Ohio) Statesman" in 1853 acd '54; was 
appointed Secretary of Legation to Pern 
in 1855; was a delegate to the Chicago and 
the New York Democratic National Con- 
ventions of 188-1 and 1868; is the author of 
several work?, and a constant contributor 
to the press and periodicals; was elected 
from the Columbus (Ohio) District to the 
Thirty-fifth, Thirty-siitb, Thirty-seventh, 
and Thirty-eighth Congresses; removed to 
New York City on the lib of March, 1865 
was elected to the Forty-first Congress, 
was rt-elected to the Forty-second Congress, 
and was the candidate of the Democrats 
and Liberal Republicans for Representative 
at Large in the Forty-third Congiesf), and 
defeated by Lyman Trensain, though 
running several thousand ahead of the ros 
of hii ticket; he was subsequently re-electee 
to the Forty-third Congress, (to succeed 
James Brooks, deceased;) was re-elected to 
the Forty-fourth Congress, was appointee 
Speaker pro tein. of tho House Jane 7, 1876, 
and elected Speaker pro tern. Jane 19, 1876, 
serving until he vacated the office Jane 24, 
1S76; was elected to the Forty-fifth, Forty, 
sixth, and Forty-s;»vonth Congresses, one 
was re-elected to the Forty-eighth Congrosn 
as a Democrat, receiving 10,624 votes 
against 5,307 votes for Qainn, Republican 
354 votes for Lonuon, Liberal, and 160 
scattering. Mr. Cox entered the HOUE 
before any utber member, although his 
service hf.s not been continuous.

sprouted because of the lack of moisture. 
Fortonafiiy ibere was a large area of land 
sow,-) to alfalfa at Big Meadows and tbe 
greatest part of it produced from two to 
thren tons of hay to the acre without rain 
or miration. 


All tbici»<< considered, the falling off in 


tho valuation of personal property is not 
aUrming and, in fact, ii not so great as 
many autioipated, and au open, wet winter 
and booming' s'.rsr.ms next Spring will 
restore to the county its wonted pros- 
perity.

THE PUBLIC DEBT. 


It Is Being Bcdnced at the Bate of 81O,- 


OOO,OOO Per Month. 


WASHINGTON, September 9th.— Referring 


to certain newspaper statements that dur 
ing tbe months of July and August of this 
year tbe public debt had been increased 
over $7,000.000, while during the same 
months in 1888 the debt had bnen decreased 
over $11,000,000, Secretary Windom said: 
These statements convc-y nn entirely 
erroneous impression. The fact is, as 
shown by the books of the Tieasnry, that 
on ths 30th of Jo no, 1889, the total amount 
of the public debt, including bonds of all 
kinds, WB3 $896,388,987, end on the 31st 
day of Angust it was only $875,478,807, 
showing a redaction of $20,910,180 daring 
those two months. The reduction during 
tha same months of last year was only 
about one-third of that amount. 


The erroneous newspaper conclusion 


above referred to aroso doubtless from tbe 
peculiar form of the monthly statement of 
the public debt issued by thia department.

In all races noted above, five or more paid np 


entries required to fill and three or more hones to 
start, but tbe Board reserves the right to hold en- 
tries and start a race with » less number and de- 
duct a proportional* amount of the pure*. 


When less than th* required number of starter* 
appear they may contest for the entranct money, 
to be divided as follows: 86*, to the first and 33^i 
to the second.

Any person not Intending to start his horse must 
notify the Secretary In writing on or before • 
o'clock the evening previous to the dsy of the race.

For a walk-overdo any nee * bone shall be en- 


lilted only to his own entrance fee and one-half of 
the entrance received from tbe other entries for 
said port*; and a horse winning a race entitled to 
first money only, except when distancing tbe field, 
:hen entitled to flnt and third money* only. A 
horse wins but one money under any other clr- 
cnmsUnccs.
